Pentagon Troubles 
By Doris Fleeson 


WASHINGTON. - The initiative 
for the decision not to reappoint 
Admiral Carney as Chief of Naval 
Operations and to replace him with 
Rear Admiral Burke came from 
Navy Secretary Thomas. The story 
is illustrative of rifts within the 
Pentagon of which more will most 
certainly be heard. 
Weeks ago Secretary Thomas 
confided to friends that his CNO 
was running the Navy to suit him­ 
self. Thomas complained that his 
own ideas were being ignored and 
said he would not reappoint Car­ 
ney. 
The Secretary indicated that his 
peeve extended to other senior Ad­ 
mirals. He said he was looking 
among the younger officers for 
Carney’s successor and mentioned 
that Arleigh Burke looked good. It 
was suggested to him that while 
Burke was a brilliant officer, he 
was 93 on the totem pole of line 
officers and only 53 years old so he 
could wait. Among his seniors, it 
was argued, were many who could 
do a distinguished job. 
What attention Thomas paid to 
that advice is now apparent. He 
was helped by several factors. 
The President was angry with 
Carney for having, though inadvert­ 
ently, beome the herald of a war 
scare in the Formosa Straits while 
the President was talking peace. 
The President, who was only a 
lieutenant colonel when General 
Marshall reached down many num­ 
bers to start him on his meteoric 
World War II rise, naturally thinks 
well of such tactics. It is not per­ 
haps well known that, unlike his 
predecessors, the President has 
chosen men of junior rank for his 
Army, Navy and Air Force aides. 
They are Col. Schulz, Army; Com­ 
mander Beach; Navy, and Lt. Col. 
Draper, Air Force. Nor has he been 
promoting them.

He has still to admit that any of 
the latter have made a mistake 
but he has not hesitated to reshuffle 
the military. Their private joke 
about it is that, like Roosevelt, 
Eisenhower is a traitor to his class. 
How 
much 
ground 
Secretary 
Thomas will gain by his maneuver 
remains to be seen. Arleigh Burke 
is a great fighting man with a 
puckish Irish humour. Thomas, in­ 
cidentally, has no humour at all 
but Burke has already said that 
he never served with Eisenhower 
nor played golf with him, either. 
He will learn that such jokes are 
not 
appreciated 
by 
Republican 
strategists building the Indispens­ 
able Man legend for next year. 
Burke’s nicknames show that he 
is all-Navy. In wartime he was 
“31-knot Burke” in reference to 


the boiler-bursting speed at which 
he drove his destroyers against the 
Japanese. Since 1949 he has been 
“Op. 23 Burke,” in recognition that 
his Navy Operation 23 spearheaded 
the admirals’ revolt against the 
Air Force. 
The efforts of civilian secretar­ 
ies to avoid snow jobs by the ser­ 
vices did not begin with Secretary 
Thomas. The truth is that the only 
Secretary of the Navy who ever 
permanently succeeded in putting 
over his own policy in spite of last 
ditch opposition from the admirals 
was the late Josephus Daniels. He 
dried up the Navy. This was good 
or bad depending on your point of 
view but Daniels has always got­ 
ten credit for no mean feat. 
Sooner or later Congress is going 
to have to take a hand in the ques­ 
tion of how the Wilson system of 
innumerable vice-presidents, a la 
General Motors, is working, any­ 
way. There are now 30 men in 
the Pentagon - or seven and one- 
half golf foursomes - with the

Fourth, Hickory, Liberty, and the 
rest. We would consider it an ad­ 
vantage to have these cars moved 
off the thoroughfares and onto a 
parking lot. 
* * * 
Safety Factor 
Getting the cars off our streets 
is more than a parking solution. 
It also makes those streets safer. 
We have some streets that are 
becoming very narrow with cars 
camped on both sides. Such a one 
is Conewango ave. A few others 
have parking on only one side for 
this reason. 
The strip of land that intrigues 
us in this respect is that which 
stretches from the sidewalk to the 
road. You don’t have anything to 
say about it, but you must main­ 
tain it. You can’t park a car there. 
You can’t plant a tree or cut one 
down. But it is your grass to keep 
beautiful. 
The 
community 
is 
interlaced 
with streets which could be made 
safer and wider if cars were moved 
into that curb to sidewalk area. In 
the business section we find Mar­ 
ket, which could have nose-in park­ 
ing, such as now is used near Penn­ 
sylvania ave. 
This would allow 
many more cars on both sides of 
that wide street. Fourth also has 
a wide expanse between curb and 
sidewalk. And 
there 
are 
many 
others. 
This is off-street parking of a 
kind. It makes streets wider with­ 
out the cost of paving them. It 
gives the motorist 
a few more 
seconds to see the child who darts 
from behind a fender. It leaves the 
street open for cleaning. 
Some well kept lawn strips would 
lose their ascetic value (already 
hidden by parked cars), many poor 
specimens would be eliminated, 
and quite a few muddy bare patch­ 
es would be replaced by graveled 
parking space. 
Maybe some believe cars are less 
nuisance and are prettier parked 
on the streets. But if we are to 
solve this one we will have to face 
the fact that the answer is to move 
them over the curb and onto big 
and little lots of every description. 
The day of the horse and carriage 
in a stable several hundred feet 
back of a few exclusive homes is 
past. We live with that car today 
and it doesn’t have the bad habits 
of a fancy team. You can park it 
right under your nose and enjoy

Rabbits Abound In Good Food 
A 
Cover 
Robert Slike, President of the 
McKean County (Pa.) Beagle Club, 
tells in the May issue of Hounds 
and Hunting what it takes to pro­ 
duce cottontail rabbits. In his ar­ 
ticle “McKean County Story” Slike 
says: 
“ 
In the fall of ’48 the club 
purchased 700 acres situated on a 
high plateau at Mt. Alton, four­ 
teen miles south of Bradford. About 
150 acres of old fields, briar patch­ 
es and run-down orchards with a 
small building beside a gushing 
spring ___ gave members some­ 
thing to develop. Over 500 acres 
were second growth hardwood tim­ 
ber which at one time, according 
to old-timers, abounded with cot­ 
tontails and snowshoe hares. 
“The first two things we did were 
to buy hay and to release twelve 
dozen cottontails. Next we started 
a crew of woodcutters harvesting 
charcoal and pulpwood, which gave 
us better cover. In ’49 and ’50 we 
planted 
evergreens, 
multiflora 
rose, some farm crops and releas­ 
ed 1200 rabbits. In 1951 we held 
our first licensed trial. Though we 


were not ready it was the best 
move we ever made, for we found 
that after extensive stocking and 
booster shots of a dozen or two just 
before trials we still didn’t have 
enough rabbits to conduct success­ 
ful events. 
We realized after that first trial 
we were not keeping rabbits despite 
all our efforts and money spent. So 
we invited Roger M. Latham, Chief 
of the Game Commission wild­ 
life 
research 
division, 
to 
visit 
our club and see if he could tell us 
what was wrong. He, Glen Bowers 
and several members of the Game 
Commission went over the area. 
They 
complimented 
our 
efforts 
but told us we had done the right 
things 
in 
the 
wrong places. 
Through their instructions, advice 
and experience they laid out a pro­ 
gram which we have followed ever 
since with good results. 
“For 
three 
years 
now, 
we haven’t bought any rabbits, and 
we have proven conclusively that 
planting, fertilizing, cutting and 
planning are far superior to re­ 
stocking.”

“ Rabbits are showing up in good­ 
ly numbers but their struggle for 
survival is made more difficult by 
large numbers of dogs running at 
large and digging out nests and 
destroying young. Complaints rela­

Spring bear damage claims are 
being received by the state wild 
life authorities as usual. In the 
northcentral area complaints have 
been mostly for destruction to bee 
hives and loss of honey.

Poconos sheep and pigs satisfied 
the bears’ hunger more often than 
honey. 
Eight bear claims were investi­ 
gated between May 3 and May 16 
in the Game Commission’s North­ 
east Division. They came mostly 
from Monroe and Carbon Counties. 
One of the northeast bears was 
very selective in his choice of foods, 
as he fed on a porker that took a 
county fair prize last fall.

Democrats Must 
Do Something 
By Thomas L. Stokes 


WASHINGTON. « Democrats and 
others who may be interested fol­ 
low Adlai Stevenson here and there 
in the newspapers and over the 
radio and television, reading and 
listening to what he says and see­ 
ing his photograph and his image 
Recently, it was set against the 
bizarre and weird background of 
Africa. 
But they hardly ever read about 
him being in Washington, the pol­ 
itical Capital of the country, where 
at the moment his party happens 
to be in control of Congress and 
where you might think he would 
be called in occasionally for con­ 
sultation since the record on which 
Democrats must run next year is 
being made in Congress. Besides, 
he is the party’s titular leader and 
its most recent candidate for Pres­ 
ident. 
All of which points up a situation 
which is not new, and which is 
typical of the schisms in both 
parties. Just now a big element of 
the Democratic party is beginning 
to chafe under it, as has a big 
element of the Republican party 
in the past when the GGP was out 
of power. 
During the 20 years that Repub­ 
licans were out of power, their 
party in Congress was controlled 
and managed largely by Midwest 
conservatives — for a long time, as 
we recall, under the leadership of 
the late Senator Taft. 
Similarly, the Democratic party 
in Congress is controlled and man­ 
aged by its Southern wing. 
Usually 
the 
Southerners 
are 
dominant in control of the party in 
Congress. That is nothing new. But, 
in the 20 years up to 1953, the 
party leader was in the White 
House, and the rank-and-file of the 
party all over the country could 
look to him to push their interests 


in Congress and to keep somewhat 
of a check on the Southerners who 
enjoy the chief posts 
of power 
because of the seniority rule. 
But, now for the first time in 20 
years, the non-South wing of the 
Democratic party does not have a 
leader in the White House to pro­ 
tect its interests. The party leader 
to whom they would naturally look, 
Adlai Stevenson, is on the “out­ 
side” and is not invited in to speak 
for the great rank-and-file of the 
party whom he comes much closer 
to representing than the little hand­ 
ful of Southern leaders here. 
Party policy is being directed 
and the party record is being made 
largely by the Southern leadership 
which represents a minority, both 
geographically 
and 
numerically, 
of the party. 
Now, facing a Presidential elec­ 
tion for the first time in 20 years 
without a President and party lead­ 
er in the White House, Democrats 
from other parts of the country in 
Congress are beginning to wake up 
suddenly to what control of party 
policy and the record by the South­ 
ern minority in 
Congress 
could 
mean in term s of the election in 
their sections. 
Their frustration is beginning to 
express itself privately against the 
Southern party leadership and that 
may break out into the open in 
the near future. Nor is their grow­ 
ing resentment assuaged any by 
the spectacle of the party’s Na­ 
tional Chairman, Paul H. Butler, 
devoting himself so assiduously to 
appeasing Southern party leaders 
who bolted the party in 1952. 
They point out that it won’t be 
the South where the 1956 election 
will be won. It must be won in 
other parts of the country. On that 
general thesis a Northern Demo­ 
cratic leader in Congress who hith­ 
erto has been tolerant of the South­ 
ern leadership and its problems 
and overly cooperative in working 
with the Southerners delivered him­ 
self of his discontent: 
“We’ve got to get something done 
in Congress about issues which face 
us in our part of the country — 
schools, minimum wage increase, 
housing, and roads, too, of course. 
Nor can we afford to toy with the 
segregation issue. We have Negro 
voters who are the balance of pow­ 
er. I recognize the problems of the 
South and of the Southern leaders — 
but the Supreme Court has spoken, 
and we can’t wait around. We’d 
better do some of the things that 
folks in our sections need and not 
spend so much time on things like 
a natural gas bill to remove Feder­ 
al protection from the consumers. 
“Our party had better start to 
make a record in Congress — for 
we control it and will be held 
responsible, just as former Presi-

We just read a book by that 
name. It was written by Robert 
Ruark, the columnist, who went 
ahunting in Africa and came home 
loaded with a raw picture which 
he placed on paper. Africa as it 
goes 
through 
the 
evolution

changing from the primitive of cen­ 
turies to this so modern world, 
obviously must have its very raw 
spots. And we believe they may be 
best told in such a manner. But is 
there a moral person on that con­ 
tinent? 
We have read few books that 
have depressed us more. Not be­ 
cause of

situation 
which we 
recognize 
and 
stand 
ready 
to 
accept 
as 
one 
of 
the world’s major problems, but 
because of the effect such books 
must have on young readers. In 
fact, on rationalizing readers of all 
ages. 
Why the rough tough 
African 
story cannot be told without doing 
a Kinsey report on every man and 
woman involved escapes us. We 
also resent having main characters 
built up as mighty fine people, and 
being jolted with the 
revelation 
that their morals of the past have 
bordered on the shady side. 
There must be some exceptions 
In the world, and even in Africa. 
If these are as few Christians in 
Africa as there are in this book the 
problem of that continent is ap 
parent. The book hasn’t one who 
knows what the word means. 
To take a native into a bawdy 


house with no stinting of details, 
and follow with an equally descrip­ 
tive account of the same fellow’s 
wedding night might be excused as 
a part of the African story, though 
we doubt it. But why Mr. Ruark 
believes the reader needs to be 
told what happens after an Ameri­ 
can or Englishman gets to the altar 
we fail to get. 
They talk 
about 
comics 
that 
should be kept off the stands. And 
we hear about books that are im­ 
moral. Here is one, being distribut­ 
ed by the Book of the Month Club, 
that in our am ateur opinion reeks. 
Perhaps we are not up on the 
moderns. But if this one is approv­ 
ed by those who pass on books, 
what is to be found in the cen­ 
sored works? We must have some 
reading to do.
